In referring to Webster's 
dictionary, I -find that ‘automation’ 
means “that -which is self-moving, a 
self-acting machine; who 
acts mechanically.”

So 1 would assume that a literal 
interpretation could mean a society | 


. in which we use, to an ever-greater 


extent, self-acting machines. I trust 
we, as people, are not becoming 
mechanical or that we act mechani- 
cally. This would be a catastrophe. I 


assume the Canadian labour move- | 


ment is vitally concerned over the | 
speed with which people are being | 
replaced by machines. 

Recognition must be given to the | 
fact that farmers are employers of 
labout and users of capital. Although 
we may, and generally speaking do, 


‘work physically at the job ourselves,

In 
day-to-day operation of our 
farms, we must make use.of the 
latest technological developments, 


yet in our day-to-day operations we :

Modern farming requires the lar- 
gest capital outlay per worker of any 
industry in Canada.

I submit that the transition in 
farming has been a significant con- 
tributing factor in the high level ot 


employment, the high wage scale and ' 


the healthy position of most industry 
and financial institutions. And the 
following figures should prove that 


it bas been of great benefit to the | 


consumer for there is no disputing 
the fact that Canadians enjoy one 
of the highest standards of living in 
the world. 


Canadian farmers are supplying the . 


Canadian consumer with an abun- | 
dance of good food at the cheapest | 
price on the world> in terms- of an 


hour’s ‘pay. The figure I have shows | 


that it takes only 18%2%, 
income to supply his food require- 
ments. The figure in Britain is 30‘. 
its 45% in Italy and 60%" in Russia. 


Increases in farm efficiency have | 


meant that one form worker today 


produces food for 32 persons. In the 


1930's, his production was sufficient 
for 10 people and, at the turn of the 
century, it was sufficient for only 6 
people, 

Putting it another. way, between 
1920 and 1940, the productivity of the 
farm worker, on. the average, in- 
creased about 1.5% annually. Be- 
tween 1940 and 1950, this produc- 
tivity increased 2.5%, per year. And 
between .1950 and 1960 the 
workers’. productivity increased an 
average of 65% each year which 
was 3 times faster than the: increase 
in efficiency for the industrial 
worker. 

Let us: not forget that the success 
story ef agriculture is, in no small 
measure, the success story of our 


nation. Our industrial development ... 
our high standard of living... our 
assured abundance of food... are 


all directly traceable to the ability 
of fewer and fewer-Canadian farmers 
to produce more and more of the 
things we all: too often take for 
granted. 


It seems to 


a little unfair, then, 


always think and speak of agricul- | 


ture in derogatory terms ~~ «in terms 
of its difficulty. Agriculture is much 
more of a success story than it is a 
problem. Yet we are 80 accustomed 
to the farmer's spectacular achieve- 
ments that it is ‘only his problems 
that make headlines. Too many people 
seem to take a sadistic delight out 
of holding the farmer up to ridicule 
and making him their private whip- 
ping boy, when they should be down | 
on their knees giving thanks for all 
that he has done for them. 

Then, too, we should not overlook 
the farmer's contribution to the 
economy as a consumer. He is not 
only a buyer of farm machinery and 


equipment —-‘he and his family buy , 


large quantities of everyday con- 
sumer goods such as clothing, radios, 
cosmetics, TV. sets and all the other 
articles that are considered necessary 
in today’s society. 

As a practicing farmer, I must 
protest most vigorously a continua- 
tion of this cheap food philosophy | 
which so many Canadian people seem 
to accept as their God-given right. 
Mechanization and automation 
exerting an ever-increasing pressure 
on the small farmer and those whose 
holdings do not lend themselves to 
an application of modern techniques 
in farming. As Mr. Everett Biggs, 
our Deputy Minister of Agriculture 
has so aptly put it: “We cannot ex- 
pect the Canadian farmer ‘to con- 
tinue to sacrifice himself on the altar 
of his own efficiency.” 

I repeat that I am not opposed to 
automation and it is not a question 
of whether it is good bad. Rather, it 


is a question of whether or not we | 


will be able to live with it and, 


for what length of time. And this is ' 


a question that should be the con- 
cern of each and every one 
For the most part, automation 
costly, and practical only on large- 
scale farm operations. The ‘prairie 
wheat land lends itself to this type 
of farming operation but I would 
point out that its adoption is creating 
some real problems in our 
producing areas such as Mntario, 
Large factory-type Mog finishing 
operations becoming popular; 
there is a definite trend toward pro- 
ducing beef in huge automated feed 
lots: laving flocks, broiler chicken 
and turkey producers are 
ing to a factory-type, fully-automatic,

Such operations require a huge 
capital investment in buildings. and = 
equipment. They are able to produce 
a huge volume of high quality pro- | 
duce at low cost ao low, in fact, 
that the average farmer is unable 
to compete.

the really astounding thing 
about the world organization is 
that after 20 years the U-N’s 
prospects look so good. 
’ The U-N took a tremendous 
beating during the past twelve 
months, particularly as a result 
of the dispute over peace-keep- 
ing costs. During this period it 
seemed at times that the U-N 
would follow the League of Na- 
tions into oblivion. 

But today this sad possibility 
is not evident because if the 
past year’s adversity proved 
anything, it’s that the United 
Nations organization is a won- 
derfully rugged mechanism 
avhich has a definite role to play 
_in world affairs. 

It was noteworthy that in 
spite of all the previous pessim- 
ism about the U-N the great, 
medium and srall countries 
looked to the world organization 
‘im September, when open war- 
fare broke out beiween India 
and Pakistan. 


With the blessings and urgings 
of the U.S. and Russia, Secre- 
tary General U Thant was dis- 
‘patched to the Indian subconti- 
nent to try to dampen the 
fiemes of war. 

When Thant was temporarily 
unsuccessful) the big powers 
brought their influence to bear 
through the U-N Security Coun- 
cil to achieve the present, albeit 
crotty, cease-fire.

US. Ambassador Arthur 
Goldhere underlined the amaz- 
ina yiahility of the world organi:

“Many observers and many 
neonle throughovt the world 
have raised the cuestion ahout 
the future of the United Nations 
as an international organization 
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devoted td the concepts of the 


Charter. 

“] do not share this cynicism 
nor do I share this pessimism. | 
am not, of course, unmindful. 
nor can | be after being here 
these several weeks, of the tre- 

ndous problems which con- 
front all countries of the world. 

‘My optimism is based upon 
a very simple principle and that 
principle is this: That if we did 
not have the United Nations in 
existence todav, we would be re- 
creating « United Nations in or- 
der to cope with the same prob- 
lems, with which we are strug- 
gling.”’ 

Since 1945 the U-N has been 
called upon to ease tensions and 
reduce violence in various trou- 
ble spots. It is true that almost 
every U-N peace-keeping effort 
has been characterized by at 


least one element of failure. The , 


Kashmir and Arab-tsraeli dis- 
putes are perhaps the best ex- 
amples. As for Cyprus, it may 
he only a matter of ‘time beiore 
the Cypriots aresagain cutting 
each oiher’s throats. In Korea 
and the Congo, the U-N_inter- 
ventions were anything but a 
complete success because the 
former is still divided and the 


“Intter is still in turmoil. 


Nevertheless it would be fool- 
ish to discount the important 
positive contributions that U-N, 
peace-keeping operations have 
made. There can be no question 
that an uneasy truce in the Mid- 
dle Fast or on Cyprus or in 
the Congo is. far better than a 
third world war. , 

And if the U-N peace-keeping 
role has been successful. then 
Canada can take a great por- 
tion of the credit. 

Canada has faithfully kept her 
armed forces available since the 
creation of the U-N Emergency 
Force in 1956, which was pro- 
posed by Lester B, Pearson, 
then foreign minister. 

Canajians also served in the 
Congo, in Cyorus, and the U-N 
Observation Mission in Kashmir 
was under command of 
Canadian Maj. Gen. Bruce 
MacPDorald.

Home was warmth, and the 
smell of supper, and a mother 
who spent all her time being a

“Never mind the excuses. ] 
don’t see why you couldn’t help 
with the ironing, when you know 
I'm busy.

Evening. Three hours home- 
work and two hours practising 
ahead.

HUNGERFORD’S 
APPROVAL 
CONDITIONAL 


Although the Moira River Con- 
servation Authority is prepared to 
go ahead next year with water level 
control dams in the Moira below 
Stoco Lake, it is still not definite 
that construction will get underway. 

Last week at the full Authority 
meeting at Cannifton it was reported 
that both the village of Tweed and 
the township of Hungerford had 
given approvals for the dam _ con- 
struction but now it has been noted 
that Hungerford’s approval was 
“conditional” on certain financial 
arrangements being made. 


PARTRIDGE CREEK 
CONTROL DAM 
PROPOSED BY BOARD 


Construction of a 220-foot earth 
fill water control dam on the Part- 
ridge Creek branch of the Skoota- 
matta River, 20 miles northeast of 
Tweed, will be recommended to the 
Moira River Conservation Authority. 

The recommendation for construc- 
tion of the dam to provide additional 
dry season flow in the lower reaches 
of the Moira River, will be made to 
the Authority by its water advisory 
committee which met recently at 
Cannifton. 

The dam, costing an estimated 
$179,000, exclusive of land acquisition, 
would inerease the size of Deer Rock 
Lake to approximately 1,000 acres 
and would store more than 5,000-acre 
feet of water, 

This, engineers estimate, would be 
sufficient to increase the dry season 
flow in the Moira to about 30 cubic 
feet per second over a three-month 
period. ‘ 

Three possible sites for a. water 
control dam on the Skootamatta 
River were considered by the 
Authority, but the site below Deer 
Rock Lake was recommended by 
Kilborn Engineering Ltd, as being 
the most economically feasible. 

The ten foot high dam would about 
triple the present size of Deer Rock 
Lake. Most of the land required, is 
owned by the Crown and could be 
acquired by long-term lease although 
timber would have ‘to be removed 
and the area cleared. 

The proposed Partridge Creek dam 
would be ten feet in height with con- 
crete spillway and gate valve for 
controlling the lake water level over 
an eight feet vertical height range. 

The water storage capacity of the 
reservoir Would. be increased to about 
40 per cent of that at Lingham Lake 
north of Madoc 

District Forester Lloyd Rowson 
with the Department of Lands and 
Forests at Tweed said that public 
access to Deer Rock Lake would be 
a requirement in any long term
